Brampton Mayor-elect Patrick Brown 
is in talks with Ryerson aimed at sal- 
vaging the University’s “presence” in the 
city after the province pulled funding for 
a downtown campus. 

“T can tell you we're working on things 
right now that would enable that to con- 
tinue but it would be premature to share 
those details with you,” Brown told Peel 
Weekly News. 

He says he’s been in touch regularly 
with the President of Ryerson and is, 


“heartened by the eagerness of Mo- 
hamed Lachemi to continue their com- 
mitment to the city of Brampton.” 

“It's premature to say what shape or 
form that presence is going to take given 
there are other factors like the per stu- 
dent funding that comes from the 
province.” 

He wouldn’t discuss the possibility of 
municipal dollars going into the project. 

“Youre going to have to wait and see 
the arrangements that are made,” 


Brown said. 

The announcement last April by the 
previous Liberal government called for 
the new campus to be located on the 
southeast corner of Church Street West 
and Mill Street North, next to the GO 
Station, in downtown Brampton. 

The City of Brampton committed up to 
$150 million for the project.

Once completed in Sep. 
2022, the new campus 
was slated to provide up to 
2,000 undergraduate 
spaces in the following 
five to 10 years. 

On Oct. 23, the Ford 
government cancelled the 
province’s $90m funding 
commitment siting finan- 
cial constraints. 

Merrilee Fullerton, Min- 
ister of Training, Colleges 
and Universities said her 
government’s decision is 
aimed at restoring “ac- 
countability and trust in 
Ontario's finances. This 
includes making difficult 
decisions about projects 
across the province. 
Through our govern- 
ment's independent com- 
mission of inquiry, we 
now know that Ontario 
faces a $15 billion deficit, 
about two and a half times 
the estimate provided by 
the previous administra- 
tion. As a result, the Min- 


istry is no longer in the 
position to fund the fol- 
lowing projects given the 
province's new fiscal re- 
straints." 

The government also 
cancelled funding to ex- 
pand two other post-sec- 
ondary campuses, in 
Markham and Milton. 

Fullerton said the gov- 
ernment would be “willing 
to consider a business 
case for how these proj- 
ects may proceed in the 


absence of provincial 
funding.” 

At the time, Brown 
called the “previously 


funded satellite campus 
was the bare minimum 
the province could do to 
provide help and opportu- 
nities to young people in 
Brampton. Cancelling the 
bare minimum _invest- 
ment into post secondary 
education is very disap- 
pointing. 

I hope the PC MPPs in 
Markham, Milton and 
Brampton will stand up 


for their communities and 
speak to the Minister. 

I believe Brampton de- 
serves a full university, 
not just a small satellite 
campus. This is a step 
backwards towards what 
the City of Brampton de- 
serves.” 

Since being elected 
Mayor, Brown has met 
with elected or re-elected 
councillors and the future 
of the University has been 
up for discussion with 
them. 

“Obviously right now the 
university needs more at- 
tention because of the un- 
fortunate provincial 
decision. I would say 
there's a lot of interest in 
standing tall and standing 
up for Brampton.” 

He says there’s plenty of 
commitment on all sides 
to work something out 
with Ryerson. 

“There is certainly hope. 
We met adversity and ob- 
viously the provincial de- 
cision to cancel their

Two women rescued after multi-jurisdictional trafficking investigation

A human trafficking in- 
vestigation with involve- 
ment from over 45 police 
services has resulted in 
the rescue of several vic- 
tims across the province, 
including two women in 
Mississauga. 

Peel Police’s Vice Unit 
collaborated with more 
than 300 employees 
across Ontario as part of 
Operation Northern Spot- 
light, a national effort to 
end human trafficking. 

The week-long investi- 
gation, which took place 
earlier this month, re- 
sulted in 47 charges being 
levied against 15 men in 
the province, along with 
several victims being 


rescsued, including a 21 
year-old woman and 16 
year-old girl in Missis- 
sauga.

The efforts of both po- 
lice and service providers 
as part of the investiga- 
tion were essential to 
identifying and providing 
resources to victims of 
human trafficking,” said 
Peel Organized Crime 
Unit detective Jim Zuc- 
chero. 

“The exploitation of 
women and girls in the 
sex trade often goes unre- 
ported and can be attrib- 
uted to many reasons 
including fear, manipula- 
tion, and deception on the 
part of the trafficker... we 
may not see the immedi- 
ate impact. However, if 
the interactions we had 
encourages someone to 
seek help in exiting an ex- 
ploitive situation, then 
our goal has been met.” 

Criminals are con- 


stantly on the move, 
which makes human traf- 
ficking investigations dif- 
ficult, said Zucchero. In 
addition, many victims 
are often too afraid to 
come forward for fear of 
being harmed. 

During the investiga- 
tion, 218 potential victims 
liaised with agencies, 
with the joint effort being 
coordinated by the On- 
tario Provincial Police 
(OPP). 

“Human trafficking is a 
deplorable crime that 
threatens the _ safety, 
livelihood and dignity of 
those who are being ex- 
ploited and abused,” OPP 
deputy commissioner 
Rick Barnum said in a 
statement on Monday. 

“This is a complex issue 
that affects some of the 


most vulnerable people in 
our society and does not 
recognize jurisdictional 
boundaries. It is our duty 
to recognize and protect 
these people from ex- 
ploitation and it is imper- 
ative that we have a 
concentrated effort 
among all our partners to 
be effective.” 

Peel Police’s Vice Unit 
consists of six constables, 
two detectives and a de- 
tective sergeant, who ac- 
tively seek victims in the 
sex trade who are sus- 
pected of being exploited. 

Between 2008 and 
2017, officers from the 
Vice Unit laid more than 
100 criminal charges on 
an annual basis for vari- 
ous human trafficking of- 
fences. 
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As we enter the last day of 
the month and look at 2018 
from a political view, it has 
been a very unique -- and 
busy -- time, with both a 
Provincial and Municipal 
election now on the books. 

Where are we now? Mis- 
sissauga, Brampton and 
Caledon, as well as the 
Province, is now in better 
hands. 

The return of Bonnie 
Crombie and the newly- 
elected Patrick Brown, as 
well as the return of Allan 
Thompson, will now see Peel 
Region stabilize for the next 
four years. 

Yet, there is plenty of work 
to be done. Continued devel- 
opment in Mississauga with 
waterfront and city centre 
plans will see a_ historic 
transformation take place in 
the next five years, adding to 
Mississauga’s already iconic 
look and status as the sixth 
largest city in Canada. 

Under Patrick Brown, 
Brampton will see daily, 
weekly and monthly changes 


to the way Council does 
business. High on the list of 
tasks is more commercial 
development, transporta- 
tion, jobs that will keep res- 
idents in Brampton and not 
have them leaving the city in 
droves. 

The real job is to convince 
the Province and the Feds 
that Brampton is deserving 
of more funds to bring the 
city up to speed in health 
care, education and trans- 
portation. 

This newspaper believes 
that Brampton made a good 
choice in electing Patrick 
Brown. If he does half of 
what he promised, the city 
will be very much ahead of 
the curve for the upcoming 
term. 

Caledon is now in a great 
position to plot its own fu- 
ture. Jobs are on their way 
and they only need to tem- 
per development and not en- 
courage too much. 

There are sectors of Cale- 
don that perhaps should be 
developed, but its beauty 
needs to be protected at all 
costs. What that means is 
that there should be limited 
growth above King Road in 
Bolton, heading west to 


Hurontario and then south 
to Brampton -- all targets for 
future development. 

Why is the province better 
off today? We listen to a lot 
of people on a daily basis, 
and it would seem there is 
mounting support for a gov- 
ernment that won a major 
mandate from the people 
just four months ago. 

While Doug Ford is keep- 
ing a low profile and letting 
his ministers take the lead, 


changes have come fast and 
furious, undoing the Liberals 
13-year path of building debt 
to the saturation point. 

Will Doug Ford be popular 
in two years? Good question. 
If he continues on a trail of 
slowly reducing costs to 
bring Ontario back into line 
and dishes out budgets that 
make sense, he’ll be just 
fine. 

For those of you that just 
dislike the normal way 


things should be done, you 
can muster up your friends 
and vote them out in four 
years. If today’s government 
doesn’t do a good job, I’m 
sure we’ll all be with you, 
just like what we did to the 
Liberals this past June. 

The federal elections are 
just twelve months away. 
Will Mr. Trudeau still be our 
Prime Minister in 2020? 

Only time will tell. 


Community reacts to Brampton U funding snap

The cancellation of fund- 
ing for the proposed Ryer- 
son University - Sheridan 
College campus has re- 
sulted in widespread re- 
sponses from business 
organizations and _ politi- 
cians. 

Late last week, the 
Brampton Board of Trade 
responded to the Province’s 
announcement, saying they 
were “extremely disap- 
pointed” in the govern- 
ment’s decision. 

“Minister (Merillee) 
Fullerton’s decision seems 
myopic,” Brampton Board 
of Trade CEO Todd Letts 
said late last week. “With 
so much waste in other 
parts of government, it 
seems silly that the target is 
put on stifling innovation. 
Universities are economic 


drivers.” 

Letts went on to say that 
the city previously hosted 
discussions with provincial 
representatives regarding 
the proposed campus, and 
that they were reassured 
that the project was an im- 
portant solution for their 
business investment plan- 
ning and the province’s 
competitiveness. 

“This campus is the cata- 
lyst for many complemen- 
tary economic investments 
in our city. The ROI is unde- 
niable,” said Letts. 

“We fear that these com- 
plementary quality of life 
and innovative investments 
are now also at risk.” 

Letts’ thoughts were 
echoed by NDP leader An- 
drea Horwath, who spoke 
to the media Monday morn- 


ing at a press conference 
just a short distance from 
the proposed site, a parking 
lot beside the Brampton GO 
Station. 

Horwath accused Premier 
Doug Ford of taking away 
opportunities from stu- 
dents who were counting 
on the campus. 

“For too long, parents in 
growing communities like 
Brampton were forced to 
send their kids out of the 
community to get an educa- 
tion,” she said. “World class 
cities need world class uni- 
versities. It’s time to get 
these campuses open, so we 
can give more kids more 
opportunity, and create 
thousands of jobs and a 
wealth of economic activity 
for (Brampton).” 

The province has also 


pulled funding from a pro- 
posed York University cam- 
pus in Markham and a 
Wilfrid Laurier campus in 
Milton. 

Fullerton, the Minister of 
Training, Colleges and Uni- 


versities, said last week 
that the province is open to 
considering how the proj- 
ects can proceed in the ab- 
sence of funding on a 
case-by-case basis. 
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Jeffrey has only herself to blame for election defeat

Just before delivering her 
concession speech last Mon- 
day night, defeated Bramp- 
ton Mayor Linda Jeffrey 
came on stage looking as 
though she still couldn’t be- 
lieve what just happened. 

“Tonight’s results were 
not what, I think, any of us 


expected. We fought a hard 
and challenging race,” she 
said. 

Jeffrey appeared stunned, 
as though the possibility of 
losing never entered her 
mind. That suggests she 
was out of touch with the 
growing level of frustration 
in her own city. 

“T can confidently say that 
our city is in better shape 
than when I found it,” she 
added. 


Bramptonians had high 
expectations when they 
elected Jeffrey in 2014 after 
she defeated then-incum- 
bent Susan Fennell. Jeffrey 
was an MPP from 2003 to 
2014, representing Bramp- 
ton-Centre and the former 


district of |Brampton- 
Springdale. 
Jeffrey represented 


change back in 2014. By 
2018, she represented fail- 
ure. 


Whether fair or not, she 
became the face of a City 
Council in which sniping, 
political backbiting and 
petty bickering hampered 
council's ability to serve the 
people in the best way pos- 
sible. 

By contrast, neighbouring 
Mississauga and Caledon 
appeared beacons of civility. 
Bramptonians justifiably 
began to wonder if there 
was a leadership vacuum. 

Why couldn’t the person 
at the top bring this situa- 
tion under control? Some- 
one had to be the adult in 
the room, but it seemed this 
Mayor allowed herself to be 
drawn into the petty poli- 
tics, rather than choosing to 
rise above it. 

Having come from the 
Wynne _ Liberals, Jeffrey 
seemed incapable of escap- 
ing the cutthroat partisan- 
ship that marked her time 
in provincial politics. 

City politics is a different 
animal, and she never 
seemed to be able to adapt 
to the difference. 

As a result, Brampton 
Council appeared as divided 
four years later as it was the 
day she became mayor. 

The nagging sense the 
City failed to get its share of 
funding on LRT and the Uni- 
versity reminded Brampto- 
nians of the expectations 


they had for Jeffrey when 
she came into office. This 
was the person who was 
going to bring home the 
bacon. 

Perhaps she was the vic- 
tim of unreasonably high 
expectations but politically 
speaking, those serve as a 
double-edged sword. 

High expectations can 
help you gain the support of 
the electorate when you’re 
first running but they can 
come back to bite you four 
years later if you don’t de- 
liver. 

From the start of the cam- 
paign, Jeffrey went on the 
attack, labelling Brown as a 
political opportunist. In ret- 
rospect, the strategy failed 
because after four years of 
perceived division and dis- 
cord, Bramptonians just 
wanted someone to fix the 
problems, even if some con- 
sidered the main challenger 
as an outsider. 

When she immediately 
went on the attack, it sug- 
gested to voters that her 
record wasn’t strong 
enough to run on, and thus 
she felt she had to rely on 
diminishing her opponent. 

Sometimes, you have to 
bring someone in, and 
Brown did a good job con- 
vincing Bramptonians he 
can be a competent fighter 
on behalf of the residents. 


In contrast to Jeffrey’s 
personal attacks, Brown 
stayed focused on issues 
and exuded optimism dur- 
ing his acceptance speech. 

“l’ve got so much hope in 
my heart for what’s ahead 
for Brampton. You know 
why? I know we can turn 
this around, I know Bramp- 
ton is going to be back, 
Brampton is going to be- 
come an economic engine,” 
Brown said. 

If Bramptonians didn’t 
have a viable alternative, 
Jeffrey would’ve won by de- 
fault. If Bramptonians were 
happy with the performance 
of council, Jeffrey would’ve 
been victorious last Mon- 
day. 

If she hadn’t been politi- 
cally tone deaf to the grow- 
ing sense of frustration in 
the city, she would not have 
been so surprised by the re- 
sults of the election. 

Sadly for her, she never 
saw what was coming and 
Patrick Brown was waiting 
in the wings to provide vot- 
ers with an alternative. Ul- 
timately, she has no one to 
blame for what happened 
but herself.

Anew piece of legisla- 
tion tabled by the province 
will have a “significant im- 
pact” on local businesses, 
says the head of one of the 
region’s largest business 
organizations.

news to our members.” 

The move follows the 
freezing of Bill 148, which 
was criticized by trade 
boards and businesses for 
being “too much, too fast” 
in regards to increasing 
the province’s minimum 
wage. 

Both Ministers said that 
the reforms would include 
an immediate response to 
cut down on red tape and 
replace the previous gov- 
ernment’s “personal 
emergency leave” rules 
with a new system that 
will see workers take up to 
three days off for personal 
illness or family responsi- 
bilities and two for be- 
reavement reasons. 

"We've heard loud and 
clear that red tape is 
squeezing businesses and 
driving jobs and invest- 
ment out of our province," 
said Wilson. 

"Ontario's job creators 
know best that regulatory 
burden on_ businesses 
must be reduced to pave 


the way for job creation 
and new investment." 

Other provisions in the 
proposed act include mod- 
ernization of the appren- 
ticeship and skilled trades 
system, along with wind- 
ing down the Ontario Col- 
lege of Trades due to 
“unnecessary and burden- 
some complexity for 
“skilled trades employ- 
ment.” 

“Today’s announcement 
is welcome news for work- 
ers and businesses of all 
sizes throughout Ontario,” 
said Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce CEO Rocco 
Rossi.

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Brampton mother reunites with son after 31 years 


Amother from Brampton 
was reunited with her son last 
Friday after 31 years, in a 
story that is making interna- 
tional headlines. 

Following a parental ab- 
duction in 1987, Lyneth 
Mann-Lewis and her son, 
Jermaine Mann - who was 
living under an alias in the 
U.S. until recently - found 
their way back to each other 
after federal agents arrested 
Allan Mann Junior in Con- 
necticut, New England. 


The reunion was an- 


nouncement Monday morn- 
ing at Toronto Police Head- 
quarters after an emotional 
face-to-face between mother 
and son. 

While Jermaine was not 
present at the conference, his 
mother smiled and cried 
while addressing reporters, 
and recounted the words she 
first heard from an investiga- 
tor - “He’s alive, we found 
him.” 

“It was breathtaking,” said 
Mann-Lewis as she spoke to 
the media about learning the

truth of her son’s where- 
abouts after he was abducted 
from her when he was just 21 
months old. “Words can’t ex- 
press how I felt.” 

The abduction occurred on 
June 21, 1987, when Mann 
Jr. kidnapped Jermaine dur- 
ing a visitation. Mann Jr. 
subsequently entered the 
U.S. with his son and ob- 
tained fake identification for 
both of them. 

They eventually settled in 
the town of Vernon, near 
Connecticut, and Jermaine 


was led by Mann Jr. to be- 
lieve his mother was dead. 

U.S. Marshals and TPS’ po- 
lice fugitive squad launched 
an investigation that eventu- 
ally resulted in new leads in 
Aug. 2018 that led to Mann 
Jr.’s arrest, where he was liv- 
ing under an assumed alias, 
Hailee Randolph DeSouza. 

“We thank the many law 
enforcement agencies, in the 
U.S. and Canada, that have 
investigated this matter, 
worked hard to apprehend 
this fugitive and finally pro- 
vided some answers to a 
mother who has suffered 
with her son’s absence for far 
too long,” said U.S. District 
Attorney John Durham, who 
worked with investigators to 
conclude the case. 

Jermaine wasn’t present at 
the press conference to speak 
with reporters, but Toronto 
police chief Mark Saunders 
said that the reunion 
wouldn't have been possible 
without the support of their 
international partners in the 
investigation. 

“When we look at policing 
in today’s environment, the 
importance of working with 
other agencies, the impor- 
tance of having the ability of 
crossing borders really does 
lead to success,” said

company dinged for 
industrial accident

A baked goods company 
with a presence in Bramp- 
ton was fined by the 
province for an industrial 
accident that caused perma- 
nent injury to one of its 
workers. 

Give and Go Prepared 
Foods Corporation, which is 
based out of Toronto and 
operates a facility on Inter- 
modal Drive in Brampton, 
was fined on Oct. 23 in On- 
tario court relating to an of- 
fence that dates back to 
June 2017. 

The incident happened at 
the Intermodal Drive facil- 
ity, where a worker was em- 
ployed by Give and Go as a 
general labourer and was 
operating a_ sugar-sifting 
machine. 

The machine was operated 
by a worker standing on a 
platform and emptying large 
bags of sugar into it to make 
cake fondant, in tandem 


with other ingredients. 

The worker reached down 
and into the machine while 
operating it in order to move 
sugar towards an auger that 
would transport the mate- 
rial to a neighbouring ma- 
chine. The worker received 
injuries when they made 
contact with the auger. 

They were subsequently 
given first aid on site and 
taken to a hospital for addi- 
tional treatment. 

It was later discovered by 
investigators that the sugar- 
sifting machine did not have 
a guard attached to prevent 
access to the auger at the 
time of the incident. 

Section 25(1)(c) of the Oc- 
cupational Health and 
Safety Act requires that an 
employer shall ensure the 
measures and procedures 
prescribed are carried out in 
the workplace. 

Section 24 of the Indus- 


trial Establishments Regula- 
tion requires that, where a

As a result, the company 
was fined $60,000 in 
Brampton court. 

The court also imposed a 
25-per-cent victim fine sur- 
charge as required by the 
Provincial Offences Act. The 
surcharge is credited to a 
special provincial govern- 
ment fund to assist victims 
of crime.

Alectra - Guelph Hydro merger clears major hurdle

The decks are clear for a 
merger between Alectra 
Utilities and Guelph 
Hydro. 

Alectra, an energy 
provider which provides 
power to hundreds of 
thousands of people and 
businesses in Mississauga 
and Brampton, received 
official approval earlier 
this month from the On- 
tario Energy Board (OEB) 
to merge both operations, 
stating that it will not 
harm the reliability or 
quality of either company’s 
existing electricity serv- 
ices. 

“The evidence shows that 
the underlying cost struc- 
tures to serve acquired 
customers following the 
proposed merger will be no 
higher than they otherwise 
would have been,” the OEB 
said last week in its deci- 
sion. 

As a result of the merger, 
which is expected to close 
on Jan. 1, 2019, Guelph 
Hydro’s current location 


MDA partners with space agency to create lunar rover 


Brampton’s) MDA = an- 
nounced Monday morning that 
it would be designing a new 
lunar rover for scientific explo- 
ration and in preparation for 
human missions on the sur- 
face, after being selected by the 
Canadian Space Agency to 
helm the process. 

The local robotics company 
said it will be working on a con- 
cept for a rover that can travel 
more than 600 kilometres over 
its lifetime via tele-robotic con- 
trol, relying on artificial intelli- 
gence from Earth, as well as the 
proposed Lunar Gateway, a 
planned space station that 
would orbit the moon. 

"The development of the 
Lunar Gateway and lunar rover 
are critical next steps in deep 
space exploration, and MDA is 
proud to support these initia- 
tives and advance Canada's 
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will become the base for 
Alectra’s southwest On- 
tario operations hub, along 
with building a new Green 
Energy and Technology 
Centre. 

The merger was pro- 
posed last year and was ap- 
proved with a _ 10-3 
decision at Guelph’s city 
council, with further appli- 
cations being submitted 
this past spring.

1 -7, and the local fire 
agency along with others 
throughout the country 
are urging residents to 
get their fuel-burning ap- 
pliances inspected annu- 


ally. 
“In Ontario, more than 
65% of injuries and 


deaths from CO occur in 
the home,” Fire Chief Dar- 
ryl Bailey said in a state- 
ment Monday. 

“We want to make sure 
everyone is safe from CO. 
Residents should test 
their CO alarms and get 
all fuel-burning appli- 
ances inspected by a reg- 
istered contractor.” 

All alarms, regardless if 


they are powered by elec- 
tricity or battery, should 
be replaced after 10- 
years. 

Residents can also help 
prevent COin _ their 
homes by ensuring that 
fuel-burning chimneys 
and vents are cleaned and 
inspected annually and 
that all outside appliance 
vents are blocked. 

Additionally, gas and 
charcoal barbecues 
should only be used out- 
side and well away from 
building openings, while 
portable fuel-burning 
generators should only be 
used outdoors in well- 
ventilated areas. 

Residents should ensure 
all portable fuel-burning 
heaters are vented prop- 
erly, according to manu- 
facturer’s instructions, as 
well as to never run a ve- 
hicle or other fueled en- 
gine or motor inside a 
garage, even if the garage 
doors are open. Always 
remove a vehicle from the 
garage immediately after 
starting it. 


Exposure to COcan 
cause a host of health 
problems, from flu-like 
symptoms all the way up 
to loss of consciousness 
and death. 

If your CO = alarm 
sounds, and you or other 
occupants suffer from 
symptoms of CO poison- 
ing, get everyone out of 
the home immediately 
then call 911 from outside 
the building. 

Your CO alarm sounds 
different than your smoke 
alarm. Test both alarms 
monthly and make sure 
everyone in your home 
knows the difference be- 
tween the two alarm 
sounds.

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Region gets poor marks for recycling, 
Says association 


Peel Region has re- 
ceived the “distinction” 
of one of the worst per- 
formance records for 
recycling concrete and 
asphalt, according to a 
new study released ear- 
lier this month. 

The report, distrib- 
uted by the Toronto 
and Area Road Builders 
Association (TARBA), 
ranks the region in the 
bottom tier of munici- 
palities and cities that 
have received the worst 
marks for policies that 
limit or prohibit the use 
of recycling aggregate, 
with Mississauga rank- 
ing last out of Ontario’s 
20 largest areas. 

The study shows that 
many municipalities in 
the province have re- 
ceived a failing grade 
when it comes to using 
recycled aggregate, 
with millions of tonnes 
of material being left to 
pollute landfills or stay 


in piles of urban rubble 
instead of being reused 
in infrastructure like 
roads and sidewalks. 
The results were based 
on research conducted 
between July and Au- 
gust of this year. 

“Residents have a 
right to know whether 
their municipality is 
doing a good job — or 
not — of recycling as- 
phalt and concrete,” 
said TARBA executive 
director Rob Bradford 
prior to the release of 
the report. 

Mississauga has the 
“honor” of having the 
worst score on the list, 
with a possible score of 
4 ona scale of 0-100 for 
aggregate recovered 
from construction proj- 
ects. 

Meanwhile, Peel Re- 
gion has a score of 14 
out of 100, while 
Brampton has a score 
of 38. 


On the other side of 
the scale, Toronto 
ranked at the top of the 
“Leaders” list with a 
score of 76 out of 100. 


The province cur- 
rently uses approxi- 
mately 184 million 


tonnes of aggregate per 
year, with 7 per cent of 
that amount (about 13 
million tonnes) comes 
from recycled sources. 
Ontario’s Ministry of 
Transportation also 
uses about 20% recy- 
cled materials in its 
highway construction. 
Collectively, munici- 
palities are the largest 
consumers of new ag- 
gregate in the province, 
using between 60 and 
70 million tonnes a 
year. At the same time, 
their own construction 
policies and tendering 
specifications are the 
biggest obstacles to re- 
cycling this material. 
The municipalities in 


the middle and espe- 
cially those on the 
lower third of the list 
need to change their 
policies and practices 
so they support - 
rather than hamper — 
aggregate _—recycling, 
says Bradford. 

“Municipalities 
should try to reach 
these higher recycling 
rates. They need to be 
part of the solution 
rather than part of the 
problem,” said Brad- 
ford. 

The group plans to 
continue to monitor the 
municipalities and 
make similar reports in 
the future. “It is our 
hope that public aware- 
ness of this issue will 
bring about positive 
change and improved 
aggregate recycling in 
the years ahead,” says 
Bradford.

What an interesting topic? 
So, what about our feet? 
Those two body parts that 
connect us to the earth. 
What do we know about 
them? 

The foot is a mobile, 
weight-bearing structure 
composed of 26 bones, 33 
joints, 100 tendons, 19 mus- 
cles, 107 ligaments, 125,000 
sweat glands and more than 
100,000 nerve endings. 

Who would have thought 
it was so complex? Women 
experience four times more 
problems than men due to 
shoes being smaller, nar- 
rower and higher heels. 

Feet have to flex, bend 
and rotate through a wide 
variety of positions and pro- 
vide stability in all the dif- 
ferent variations of usage. 

When the foot is posi- 
tioned properly, the arches 
curve upwards and support 
the body weight efficiently. 
The best exercise for feet is 
walking. Walking benefits 
overall health and general 
well-being by improving cir- 
culation and assisting in 
weight control. 

Standing still with your 
feet a hip width apart can 
activate the feet in an amaz- 
ing way. It simultaneously 
optimizes flexibility, 
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strength and _ control 
throughout the foot’s range 
of motion. 

Keep your arches strong 
by supporting your body 
weight on three points. The 
three points are the centre 
points of the heel, and both 
the pads below the big and 
little toes. Balanced align- 
ment in your feet pays off 
with better alignment 
throughout the body. It can 
help prevent foot problems 
such as plantar fasciitis, 
bunions and shin splints. 

The feet are so often ig- 
nored in our total health, 
but we are supported by 
them every day and without 
their health, we would suf- 
fer. 

I have been a reflexologist 
since 1996. Reflexology is 
all about the feet and hands 
and is now being developed 
for other body parts like the 
ears, scalp and face. 

It is all about body part(s) 
that refer back to the com- 
plete body. Your feet repre- 
sent your complete body in 
their right and left sides. 
The toes are your head; the 
ball the chest area; the arch 
are the organs and colon 
area and the heels are the 
hips and pelvic area. To 
work the feet works the 


body and all the organs and 
glands. 

Imagine how powerful the 
feet are. Imagine how often 
we neglect our feet. Are 


they saying something to 
us? 

How do we ensure we are 
standing properly in a med- 
itation? Pay attention to 
how they feel. Are you on 
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The Feet — Our Balance on this Earth 


those 3 points in each foot? 
Do you stand on the sides of 
your feet rather than flat, 
arches extending upwards? 

Check your shoes and see 
where the wear and tear are 
on the bottom soles. This 
will tell you. 

Balancing on your feet can 
be tricky and can set off 
your posture. Stand with 


your feet hip width apart 
and lengthen the front of 
your body from your belly 
button to the breastbone. 

How does that feel? Lift 
your chin, but lead with 
your nose. Hold your hands 
in the prayer position and 
just hold. Touch the breast- 
bone with your thumbs and 
just breathe, exhaling long 
and slow. How does that 
feel? 

Whenever you are feeling 
stressed, do this simple pose 
and just allow yourself to 
relax. If you feel dizzy, 
stand in the middle of a 
doorway for support and 
use the frame for balancing 
but don’t hold on. When 
you get very good at this, 
raise one foot and balance. 

Work up to putting one 
foot flat against the inside of 
your opposite knee and hold 
— this is the Yoga Tree Pose. 
Be a tree — solid and 
grounded. 

Have you ever watched 
how other people walk? 
Their feet take the impact of 
their stride. A longer stride 
hits the heel and a shorter 
stride uses more of the foot. 
How often have you seen 
people limping or walking 
strangely on their feet? 

Most of us do. If we have 


hip or leg problems, our feet 
accommodate the misalign- 
ment. It is very interesting 
how our feet respond. 

Our walk also could repre- 
sent how we feel about our- 
selves. Heavy or light 
footed could mean a lack of 
confidence. An unbalanced 
walk could mean so many 
things like injuries or not 
being present or stressed. 

Watch very confident peo- 
ple and how they walk. 
They enter a room with a 
different type of awareness. 
An interesting idea is to sit 
at a mall and just watch 
people walk by you. It is 
very revealing. 

So how do you walk? Do 
you walk confidently with 
your spine straight? How 
do your feet touch the 
ground with each footstep? 

Keeping your _ spine 
straight comfortably by 
lengthening your body front 
keeps your ribcage up and 
your lungs free and easy to 
breathe. This can inhibit 
you if you walk bent over. 

Take care of your feet and 
they will take care of you. 
Buy the right size shoes and 
ensure they are properly fit- 
ted. It makes a difference. 

Walking — a beautiful feel- 
ing and experience.

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Honouring the youngest Victoria Cross hero, 100 years later

In my remarks to nearly 
400 participants and digni- 
taries made two weeks ago, 
I expressed my wish that 
100-year observances of 
Armistice to end The Great 
War will see robust reflec- 
tion this coming Remem- 
brance Day 

On Oct. 14, it was my priv- 
ilege to open Kiwanis 
Tommy Ricketts Memorial 
Peace Park, to honour the 
living memory of my grand- 
father, on cottage land he 
once owned in Kelligrews, 
Newfoundland, 

With Minister of Veterans 
Affairs Seamus O’Regan, a 
bronze plaque was unveiled 
with Ricketts' Victoria Cross 
citation and commemora- 
tion of all members of the 
Royal Newfoundland Regi- 
ment who fought in World 
War 1. 

That day marked 100 
years since Private (later 
Sergeant) Ricketts' combat 
valor led to him receiving 
the Victoria Cross. Ricketts 
was the youngest recipient 
of the Victoria Cross at 17 
years of age, and the only 
member of the Newfound- 
land Regiment to be hon- 
oured. 

The Peace Park will enable 
educators to teach young 
people about the First World 
War, in a beautiful setting to 
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contemplate interpretive 
panels that give a voice to 
the fallen comrades and ho- 
nour their memory. 

In 2019, the final phase to 
complete the Park with a 
bronze monument to Rick- 
etts and an amphitheatre 
will coincide with 100 years 
of his decommission from 
active service on July 1, 
1919. 

Upon returning from 
World War 1, the un- 
schooled Ricketts began his 
education at age 19 at 
Bishop Feild College. In 
1925, he joined the inaugu- 
ral class of Memorial College 
which was the first post-sec- 
ondary institution to open in 
Newfoundland. 

At the age of 30, Ricketts 
completed his pharmacist 
apprenticeship, opened a 
drug store business in St. 
John's, NL and started his 
family. 

The drug store located on 
Water Street across from St. 
John's Railway Station was 
a beacon of health and hope 
to travellers and children 
alike from 1932-1967. When 
the fisheries collapsed in the 
1930's, the St. John's railway 
was the main transportation 
connection to find work. 

In the days ahead of public 
health, routine vaccinations, 
antibiotics and _ over-the- 
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counter remedies, Ricketts 
provided sutures and salves 
often for no money. 

Careful children were per- 
mitted to read comic books 
in his store - I remember 
stacks of Illustrated Classics 
and Marvel Action comics 
available to me as a child. As 
an adult, I now realize that 
these were copies that he 
could not sell. 

Following his state funeral 
in Feb. 1967, provided by the 
Newfoundland government, 
a simple plaque was in- 
stalled on the location of his 
drugstore: Soldier. Pharma- 
cist. Citizen. 

In 2007, the plaque was 
upgraded to create an inter- 
pretive centre across from 
St. John’s Railway Museum. 

The story of my grandfa- 
ther inspires my own advo- 
cacy for education, health 
and civic engagement as the 
pathway to reduce poverty, 
and build prosperity. 

Please join in any of the 
many ceremonies and ob- 
servances taking place this 
year, across Peel and be- 
yond, to commemorate 
those who served and made 
the ultimate sacrifice for the 
peace we enjoy, our democ- 
racy and our personal free- 
dom. 

Lest we forget. 

We will remember them. 
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
